The Triumph of Sanctified C 
on a Jungle-Covered Sumatran

THERE seems to 
be some un- 
■ •* certainty re- 

garding the history 
of the jungle island 
at the junction of the 
Belawan and Deli 
rivers, within a mile 
or so of the sea, on 
the east coast of 
Sumatra. Its name 
has been said to mean 
"T h e Island of 
Death," and a more 
sinister and appro- 
priate- designation 
could scarcely have 
heen conceived in view o£ the island's 
present population. 

Less imaginative and possibly bet- 
ter informed persons, however, trans- 
late 'Poeloe si Tjanang'' as "A place 
iii;e a gone." and gons--shr,p£d the 
island certainly is. 

Primeval Jungle 

According to some, the island, pre- 
viously to its present usage, has 
never had a more important part to 
play in the life of man than that ■»' 
a fishinrc site, and there are evidences 
that a "ladang," a construction upon 
which the- native people live during 
ihe flood reason, lias at one time- 
existed on the river side of the island. 

Another story states that a brick- 
making industry was commenced on 
the island, but that fever smote the 
workmen and the survivors fled from 
the place. The discovery of a ruined 
brick kiln with remnants of bricks 
and human bones in the debris sug- 
gests that this story is possibly true. 
Yet another opinion . describes the 
island a? a kind of jungle refuge for 
diseased natives. 

Such a mosquito-ridden stretch of 
swamp as Pocioe s; Tjsnang must 
have been but a few years ago could 
scarcely be expected :o have, any 
history bin that common story of 
primeval jungle, where fierce life has 
straggled for untold aeons ana 
achieved little more than the cunning 
of the monkey and wild pis, the 
power of loathsome alligators, the 
color of darting birds, the poison oli 
fiendishly persistent winged insects, 
and the speed of hooded armadilloes. 

At high tide Poeloe si Tjanang is 
an expanse of jungle, intersected by 
tortnous narrow creeks whose brown 
waters would bear a small boat into 
many dim, leafy bowers, and at low" 
bde, when the creeks are slimy, mur- 
muring channels alive with innumer- 
able forms of insect and reptile life, 
a large part of the silent tangle of 
vivid green brushwood and creeper is 
sate from any human invasion.

of the Colony, as we sat on Ins ver- 
anda overlooking the pleasant green 
lawns of the Colony, and watched the 
red-jacketed Colonists moving 
throueh the palm trees toward The 
Anny Hall with its wooden, Colony- 
designed and built spire. 

Some years ago the Chinese Mayor 
in these parts (an official responsible 
for the welfare of the Chinese resi- 
dents) endeavored to make some pro- 
vision for his countrymen who were 
found to be stricken with leprosy. 
The rubber and other vast estates 
that lie thiclclv around the east end 
of Sumatra are almost wholly oper- 
ated by Chinese laborers imported on 
contract for terms of years, with 
some Malays and Indian laborers 
from British India and Ceylon. 

These estates make medical provi- 
sion for their employees. At the time 
under review, the discovery of leprosy 
in a patient raised a difficult prob- 
lem, for he could neither be retained 
on the estate nor shipped back to 
China, nor yet turned adrift without 
means of sustenance. 

The responsible authorities securea 
possession of Poeloe si Tjanang, and 
a law was passed stating that all 
lepers must place themselves in tne 
hands of the police at Medan. rne 
original scheme did little more tnan

THE printing of 1st and 2nd tenor 
parts ou one sheet did not prove 
successful, as players experienced 
a difficulty here and there in deciding 
which notes belonged to their particu- 
lar part; in other cases Band masters 
discovered that ambitiotia 2nd tenor 
players often transgressed by plavinc 
the 1st tenor part. Shortly after- 
wards the pans were printed separ- 
ately. 

The plan or printing the notes 
specially assigned to the tlugel horn 
on the second cornet part ultimately 
worked out in practice in much ihe 
same way. and so a year later, com- 
ineiiciiig with Band Journal No. 451. 
"The Vesper Hymn -March." a separ- 
ate sheet for flugel horu was 
published. 

The change of name from solo. 1st, 
and 2nd tenor, to solo. 1st, and liud 
horn, was effected with (lie January. 
1!)03. Issue. 

Solo corimt, solo horn, and flugel 
horn parts are now conEidered so 
essentially a pari of Brass Band in- 
strumentation that present-day Bands. 
men can hardly realize what these 
changes meant at the time of their In- 



effected. 

Some of the early Journals. were- 
printed from autograph copies, origin- 
ally written on specially prepared 
lithographic transfer paper, and, aitev 
liring transferred to stone, were print- 
ed by the lithographic process,. 

While this was a fairly cheap 
method, and permitted the Journals, so 
produced being sold, at a cheap rate. 
Hie results were by no means entirely 
satisfactory . as an inspection of the 
early Band Journal numbers will 
show. 

Not only did the pages vary In size, 
lint, in some cases, the music !e badly 
disposed, (some staves being over- 
crowded while others are unduly 
spread out; occasionally (lie staves 
are not completely filled in. The size 
of (he notes, too. vary considerably, 
which, of course, give a very unsuiis. 
factory appearance. 

Later on. for reprinting purposes, 
these early Journals were engraved, 
and whilst" in regard to spacing, size 
of notation, and general balance, tin? 
printing still left much to be desired, 
it was an Improvement or the auto- 
graphed specimens. 

Frequent reprints being necessary, 
and the process of taking lithograph 
transfers each time by means of pass- 
ing the lead plate through a powerful 
press, the plates eventually wore 
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troduction. 

These alterations were not made to 
bring instrumentation and nomencla- 
ture in line with outside publications: 
no, for The Army's lead in some In- 
stances has heen adopted by other 
arrangers, and publishers. 

Conductors' copies were introducer 1 , 
in Peptember. 1921. with B.J. rJo-353. 

Signs of Expression and Force 
Marks 

In the early Journals no indications 
whatever regarding speed, expression, 
or style were given. Torce marks also 
were only very sparingly emplnyed; 
in some cases none at all were shown. 
Jn most. caBes. however, we tear 
but very little regard was paid to the 
few indications given nu Ihe printed 
ropieK: as a matter off fact, if o Baud 
varied its force at all. in agreement 
with the slens givp.i). this was taken 
as ». sure sign of technical excellence 
and ensured smh Rands being placed 
In the front rank. 

As the music developed, additional 
signs and terms were needed to indi- 
cate style, and to serve as a guide. 
lo correct Interpretation, and that 
policy has been adopted down to t.hn 
present time. 



Printingr 



The process of printing the Band 
Jourual In recent, years lia,^ not 
varied, but In the comparatively early 
days ^jtif t*3 a number of rhanK*^ were 



pressed out. of shape: consequently, 
when the music was primed, many of 
the staves were tar from straight. 
and some almost crescent shaped. 

Since those days ways and means 
have vastly improved, ami at the pre- 
sent, lime the plates are not subjected 
tc these repealed pressures. A copy 
is now taken and transferred to zinc, 
from which unlimited reprints can he 
made without the necessity of re- 
transferring as was the case when 
stones were used 'for printing. 

Beginning with B.J. Xo 111. a new. 
much more expensive, but superior 
and more uniform method of printing 
was initiated, in plsce of engravlne 
'.be music on soft metal plates, it was 
now set. up in type, and stereo plates, 
consisting of an alloy of lead, tin. and 
.antimony, were made. This method 
is the reverse to that of engraving, 
for while with the former the notes 
are made by Indentations, with (he 
latter the notes are raised, by a build- 
ing-up. or type-setllng, process. Thr 
metal being extremely hard, the print- 
ing of any number ol parts is possible 
and reprints are but a sinipleniaftrr. 
Tills nperation was emploved up to 
R.T. 3Sfl. 

In Ihe meantime great progress in 
music, engraving and lithographic 
printing had heen made, and an Im- 
provements in general appearance, 
and economies in space and costs 
were now possible, this mensitre was 
again adopted nnd continues up to the 
present time. Little If any -fault is 
now found with Hie, printing; in fact. 
It is generally acknowledged to be en- 
tirely Eatisfaclory in every respect, 
while, the waterproof manllla paper 
upon which it is printed cannot bo 
surpassed for quality and durability.

Who Has Earned Honorable Retirement, Consecrated His Life to 

God and The Army 
42 YEARS OF WHOLE-SOULED SERVICE AS A SOUL-WINNER 



AS HE GOER into honorable re- 
tirement, Lt.-Cnlotif] David 
Moore can look back after stxly- 
five years of life, forty-two of which 
have been devoted to strenous and 
whole-souled service to God as a Sal- 
vation Army Officer. 

It was in the village of North 
Gower, not far from Ottawa, that he 
was bom. Among his earliest memor- 
ies are the journeys to and from the 
village church holding fast to a 
strong parental hand. 

After moving from place to place 
in his youth, younjr manhood found 
him living in Clinton, Ontario, where 
he was employed as assistant in a 
store, whence lie was Kent lo Rav- 



in's spiritual sky, when in the Bay- 
field hotel where he boarded he heard 
a young woman sing "Must 1 go, and 
i-miity-liandptl?" That song was 
Hod's message to his soul, and the 
question of his life-work was settled. 
Another incident which occurred 
about this time also influenced him 
deeply.

field as manager of a branch of the 
s;imc husine^s. 

About this time came the occur- 
rence which, little as he realized it 
thnn, was to change the whole course 
of his life — he met The Army, and 
from the first contact found a warm 
place in his heart for these devoted 
Soldiers of the Cross. 

Captured by The Army 

His capture by The Army was on 
this wise. He was only nominally 
religious, had certain church associa- 
tions, but made no profession of real 
godliness, hut there was one phase 
of religious exercise which never 
failed to attract him. He was pas- 
sionately fond of singing. One even- 
ing the streets of Clinton were made 
to ring by a small party of Army 
Soldiers singing "Follow, follow, I 
will follow Jesus." in an Open-air 
meeting. Young Mr. Moore stopped 
and listened, and The Army had him. 

He went to meeting's for a short 
tinie and then decided to cast in his 
lot with The Army for life. Once 
the decision was made, he became an 
out-and-out Soldier and gave his very 
best in service tu the little Corps 
which had hecome his spiritual home. 
Bayfield was ten miles away, but 
this young enthusiast did not find it 
hard to close his store at ten o'clock 
on Saturday night and then tramp to 
Clinton so as to be there for the Sun- 
day meetings. 

This continued for two years, when 
God again used the ministry of song 
as the deciding factor in another 
crisis of his life. The question of de- 
voting all his time and strength to 
the winning of souls had become a 
live issue in his spiritual experience, 
largely through an address he heard 
on "they that turn many to righteous- 
ness (shall shine) as the stars for- 
ever." He was debating the matter 
in his mind, anxious to do the whole 



Garrison in those days, so in a very 
short time we find Cadet David 
Moore a Blood-and-Fire Assistant at 
Goderich. and seven months later a 
Captain in charge at Teeswater, be- 
ginning a cartel- of usefulness and 
devotion which has continued without 
a break for forty-two years, ending 
now in honorable and well-earned re- 
tirement. 

Teeswater was followed by the 
command of several Corps, including 
Listoweli. Bothwell and Ridgetown, 
Then Territorial Headquarter:: created 
the new i-i: ;'. uf Ensign, and Captain 
.Moore was one of the first to receive 
it, being appointed at the same time 
to Woodstock, Ontario, as Divisional 
Voting People's Secretary, followed 
hy a similar position at Ottawa. 
After this he took the very unusual 
step of surrendering his Ensign's 
rank in order to get back to Corps 
work, and was sent to Lindsay. 
When the District system was in- 
augurated he was made a Divisional 
Officer, and for some years render- 
ed valuable service in that capacity. 

Difficult But Necessary Task 

Later, he was chosen to organize 
the Subscribers' Department at Mont- 
real, and for many years he devoted 
his very best efforts to the difficult 
but necessary task of raising funds 
for The Army's Work. This threw 
him into contact with many of the 
leading' people of the country, and he 
was aide to make many warm friends 
for The Army, while the money h> 
secured made possible the construc- 
tion of a number of the finest build- 
ings in the Territory. 

Following a term on Property 
affairs he went as Divisional Com- 
mander to Saint .lohii. New Brun- 
swick, and when the Toronto Division 
was divided he was sent to organize 
the Toronto East Division, and short- 
ly afterwards assumed the Divisional 
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months when he was called to Terri- 
torial Headquarters and informed 
that the General had chosen him to 
become Sub-Territorial Commander 
for Newfoundland. 

He will carry into retirement 
memories of bis last appointment 
which will be an unfailing source of 
inspiration to him; memories of 
Spirit-stricken men and women lining 
the penitent-form again and again, 
while converts and veterans besieged 
the Throne of Grace on [heir hehalf; 
memories of journeys by motor boat 
and dog sleigh to Oulposts, where 
faithful comrades must be encouraged 
and careless sinners warned; memoM 
ies of miraculous conversions and 
answers to prayer, of Gethesmane 
consecrations and Pentecostal out- 
pourings. 

We quote the Colonel's own words 
in closing his remarks about New- 
foundland. "I would like to say 
through "The War Cry" how 
deeply I appreciated the cooperation 
and help of till associated with me in 
the work there. Especiallv would 1 
thank Major and Mrs. Walton, in 
every possible way their loyalty and 
support were beyond praise, and I 
shall never cease to remember and be 
grateful to them." 

This sketch would be singularlv in- 
complete without reference to 'Mrs. 
Mocre, who for the past twentv-cight 
years has heen the Colonel's unfail- 
ing support in every effort he has 
put forth for the Kingdom, Saved 
in Barrie under the ministry of Cap- 
tain Jack Addie, she heeame a Sol- 
dier and an Officer in spite of the 
opposition of her friends and loved 
ones. After giving several years <,f 
very effective service single handed, 
she agreetl to a proposal to become 
Mrs. Moore, and since then has right 
worthily upheld the noWe tradition 
of Army wives and mowers.
